Complete return from thirty-eight of 
the sixty-seven count io.s. representing 
.1,81.'! election districts, show YV. Harry 
Baker, chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, to be leading the dol- 
egntes-flt -large field. Tho figures are: 
Baker, .151 ,8.10; Senator Pepper, .'!4<i,- 
310; Secretary Mellon, .'144,57.1 ; .Sen- 
ator Reed. ."..".4,li!»l; Strassburger, M:!K,-i 
n!)7; Mrs. .1. Willis Martin, .",24,17:1; 
Congressman \'are, .110, S27; fiovernor 
Pinchot. lL'ti.(iS7: .Tones, ttJ,L'.")-l, and 
Philpot.

Benjamin H. Ludlow, Ksq., of Ard- 
more, who was renominated for the 
State General Assembly, received a fine 
vote of confidence in his home town- 
ship, having a total of 1774 votes, al- 
though he had no opposition for the 
office. 

The I>emocrnts polled a larger vote 
than usual in the township and gave 
a majority for McAvoy and Grim over 
Keck and Bowen. 

In addition to electing the seven del- 
egates-at-large and seventy-two district 
delegates, two for each Congressional 
district, to the Cleveland convention, 
the Republicans through the State re- 
nominated Frank M. Trexler, Allen- 
town, for another term as .Judge of the 
Superior •Court: Auditor General Sam- 
uel S. Lewis. York, as State Treasurer, 
and Brigadier General Kdward Martin, 
Washington County, for Auditor Gen- 
eral. 

The Democrats nominated Mrs. Mar- 
garet C. Klingel.-mith, in charge of the 
library of the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, fur .Judge of 
the Superior Court: Hever Ermentrout, 
Reading, for State Treasurer, and John 
R. Collins, Potter County, for Auditor 
General. 

Each party nominated a total of thir- 
ty-six Congressmen through the State, 
twenty-five members of the Estate Sen- 
ate coming from the odd-numbered dis- 
tricts ami 208 members of the House of 
Representatives.

Community Center 

Report Presented 

at Meeting 

Plans for Proposed Build- 
ing are Shown 

The architei-l 's plans for the pro- 
posed ( I'liiiiiunit v Center Building were 
-hown to Narberth 's organizations at 
a meeting hold at the Y. M . C. A. 
Thursday niejit. 

About one hundred interested citi- 
zens attended, and listened with con- 
siderable interest to the exhaustive re- 
port presented by the Committee. This 
report, which goes into every phaso of 
the plans, linn in-cs, control, etc., is 
printed in full in this issue of "Out 
Town. ' ' 

A motion was made by President of 
Council W. R. 1>. Hall that the meet- 
ing go on record as thanking the com- 
mittee for the thoroughness of their 
work, and approving the plans. This 
motion was una iiiniously passed. Dr. 
I.eory A. King then moved that the 
committee be continued, to follow the 
project through. The two immediate 
tasks which will confront them are the 
securing if a definite expression of 
approval or d isa ppi o\ :' I from each or- 
ganization, and the binding of a joint 
conference with Council and the Re- 
creation Board to iron out the numer- 
ous technicalities which will confront 
the project. 

Die plans, as explained in the report 
are very complete. Provision has been 
made for every activity which might 
find a use for the building. A large 
swimming pool, bowling alleys, and 
locker rooms nr important features of 
the plans. 

A wing for the Community Library 
has been provided to fit the wishes of 
Mr. H. F. Wood, the Librarian. Ad- 
vice on the si/.e room needed for 
fnt ire growl Ii was obtained from the 
State Librarian at lla.risburg. 
The Report 

At the last general meeting of the 
representatives of yo.r organization, 
Feb'o.-iry iSih. the Chairman of that 
Conference was. by suitable resolution, 
directed to appoint a committee of ten, 
of >■ Inch he himself shie Id be the chair- 
man: said committee being charged 
with the de\ elopnient in detail of a 
plan for the ai-complishinent of a Com- 
munity Center, embracing a report aa 
to the funds a Vailcihio. method of ac- 
quiring and operating a building, ap- 
proximate costs of erection and main- 
tenance, and a fnt in i-f management and 
control. 

Pursuant to these instructions, the 
committee signing this report was ap- 
pointed and has given careful consider- 
ation and study to the problem en- 
trusted to it. 

The chairman seeks permission tit this 
point to remark that the seriousness 
I and impoitaiice of this undertaking 
was not underrated; that on'y report 
such a committee might make would 
undoubtedly influence, one way of an- 
other, the future of the contemplated 
■development. The problem of personnel 
of the committee wtis of utmost im- 
portance. A report, to be of practical 
value, must be authoritative, and to 
accomplish this it was necessary that 
the Committee number among its mem- 
bers a lawyer, an architect, a builder, 
iind, for our particular purposes, repre- 
sentatives of the Borough governing 
bodies, including Council, the School 
Board and Recreation Board, as well 
as of the larger participating organiza- 
I tions. 1'pon this premises the commit- 
tee was builded. Though overruled by 
tho committee members, the chairman 
is presuming to- here express his per- 
sonal appreciation of the hearty co- 
operation of every member of the com- 
mittee, and to remark to this General 
Conference that never before, in any 
line of activity, has it been his pleas- 
ure and good fortune to head a com- 
mittee whose every member gave 80 
unstintingly the time, effort and thought 
requisite to the success of the matter 
in hand.

«nt thereon, was the matter of loco 
tion. Little discussion and considera- 
tion of this question was necessary to 
develop the fact that the playground 
property, now already owned by (he 
Borough, was by far the most logical 
location to place <i Community build- 
ing of this character. A building of 
«ome kind will of necessity have to be 
placed on that ground for use in con- 
nection with athletic activities, and 
many reasons exist to make it highly 
desirable to concentrate Community 
jaetivities in one location. Such loca- 
tion for a Community Building is there 
fore the unanimous recommendation of 
this committee. The committee further 
recommends, from the highly important 
viewpoint of convenience and awessi 
sbility, that the location be at the east 
#.nd of the playground property, al- 
though it may be mentioned for consid- 
eration that considerable economy 
would probably be possible by a loca- 
tion at the 'west end, brought about by 
making unnecessary a considerable 
amount of grading that othenv ise would 
be required.

Sec. A. Location upon the Borough- 
owned Playground 
It would be legal to erect, a building 
upon the ployground, and under the

A prime factor in the accomplish- 
ment of this development would be en- 
thusiasm; a whole-hearted backing and 
the full support of the community as 
a whole. Another factor of vital im- 
portance would be well thought out 
and fully developed organization. The 
first step, in the opinion of this com- 
mittee, would he perhaps the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee selected 
from the associations and organizations 
signatory to the agreement set forth 
below, which committee would be 
charged with the duty of seeing the 
plan fulfilled; fully authorized to act 
for and in behalf of all existing or- 
ganizations, whether or not such organ, 
izations were participating financially 
in the initial fund referred to as be- 
ing available. This joint committee, or 
a part thereof, might well be chosen 
also as the temporary Board of Trustees 
referred to in Section V. of l'art No. '2 
of this report, empowered to receive 
the funds mentioned, which funds 
would be given and received under .1 
form of agreement suggested by the 
committee 's attorneys, a suggested 
form of such agreement being shown 
at the conclusion of this part. I'pon 
adoption of recommendations later 
made, this joint committee would be 
empowered to receive and invest such 
funds pending need for the money, be- 
ing properly restricted, perhaps, to in- 
vestments in securities which would be 
legal for the investment of the funds 
of banks or savings funds. Such joint 
committee would then be in position, 
by and with the assistance, co-opera- 
tion and authority of Borough Council, 
to proceed with the employment of an 
architect to secure working plans, 
building estimates, etc.; the handling 
of the further financing which will be 
necessary, and which will lie more fully 
dealt with in Part N"o. S of the report, 
and in fact handle the entire undertak- 
ing to a conclusion, terminating its 
work with the taking over of the fin- 
ished building by the Borough.

On February 12 the new Junior High 
School was opened with appropriate 
ceremonies, line speeches, and many 
promises.

A New Plan 

For Out-of-Town Calls 

INCLUDED in the rate schedules which this 
company filed with the Public Service Com- 
mission of Pennsylvania on April 1st to become 
effective May 1st is a new plan for calls between 
Philadelphia and suburban points. 

The present rates are based on the distance 
from one central point in Philadelphia to a cen- 
tral point in each suburban exchange area. Thus 
the rate between Philadelphia and Lansdowne 
on this basis is 10c. 

Under the new plan Philadelphia will be divided 
into four zones, each zone having its own toll 
rates to suburban points. Toll rates to suburban 
points will then be based on the distance from a 
central point in each of the zones. 

Thus the new rate between West Philadelphia 
and Lansdowne will be 5c. Between Lansdowne 
and central Philadelphia it will be 10c, as at 
present. Similarly, Melrose subscribers will be 
able to talk to Oak Lane and other nearby Phila- 
delphia central offices for 5c. 

This new arrangement will apply between 
Philadelphia and all suburban points. It will 
result in a saving to subscribers of about $100,000 
a year, and will work out more equitably in many 
cases where under the present plan the toll rate 
between suburban communities and adjacent 
sections of Philadelphia is 10c or 15c. 

Certain other rate changes on Out-of-Town calls 
are made in the new rate schedules. 

Many of the Station-to-Station rates which 
are now 25c or over will not be increased. Where 
the rates are changed the increase in most cases 
is not more than 5c. There is no change on rates 
of 75c or over. 

Person-to-Person calls under the new schedules 
will be charged for at approximately 40 per cent, 
more than the Station-to-Station day rates, 
instead of about 25 per cent, more, as at present. 
This applies only on calls on which the Person-to- 
Person rate is less than $1.00.

'building plan submitted with this re- 
port is one which the committee, based 
upon close building estimates, figures 
can be erected for the amount stated, 
and is a building plan respectfully sub- 
mitted for the consideration of this 
Joint Conference. The principal feat- 
ures incorporated, none of which could 
be eliminated without hurt to the plan, 
include nn auditorium of approximate- 
ly o(IO seating capacity; a swimming 
pool of regulation size; a gymnasium 
floor of ample size not only for gym- 
nasium work, but for basketball, 
dances, etc. Rooms also offer aceom 
tnodations for meetings of the Legion, 
Boy and Girl Scoots, Women's Clubs, 
etc.; showers and lockers not only for 
use with the swimming pool, but avail- 
able from the playing field after Ath- 
letic events necessitate their use. Suit- 
able quarters are also provided for the 
Library, a feature of evergrowing use- 
fulness and popularity. 
OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
COSTS 
As alluded to in Section C, Part No. 
2, these costs may be defrayed by 
Council from tax funds. Necessarily as 
a Borough property the responsibility 
for operating and maintaining the 
building would be upon Council. It 
would not 'be deemed wise, however, to 
require that such expenses come exclu- 
sively from taxation. While it is the 
spirit of the law that such property be 
not used for commercial purposes or 
personal piin, there is no legal restric- 
tion to the charging of admissions or 
rentals for the building or grounds. 
The best policy would perhaps be to 
charge all organizations a reasonable, 
or at least nominal, rental. These 
charges would naturally be graded on a 
basis equitable to all, dependent upon 
the character and frequency of. use, 
and dependent also upon the character 
and financial status of each organiza- 
tion. It is figured to be reasonably 
safe to assume that the income from 
rooms, from the swimming pool, and 
from other sources would closely (prox- 
imate the operating costs. All minor 
details in connectoin with this feature 
of the proposition would be handled by 
the Governing Board, which is the sub- 
ject of the naxt Part. As to the 
grounds, maintenance may ^legally be 
assumed by the School Board, and as 
they have already set the precedent 
by assigning funds for that purpose, 
it is proper to assume that the School 
Board will annually apportion some 
fund -for this purpose, the amount de- 
pendent upon requirements and upon 
the funds available with the Board. 
MANAGEMENT AlTD CONTROL 
This was referred to in Section B of 
Part No. 2. Several methods of con-, 
trol are available; Control would be 
determined by Council and nothing 
more than a gentlemen 's agreement 
could bind them to any specific course. 
• of action. -Control «ould 'by ordinance 
of Council be placed in the now exist- 
- ing Recreation Board. An alternate 
-plan would-be for Council to authorize 
end instruct the Recreation Board to 
appoint an Advisory . Board to control 
tSe' building, such Advisory Board be- 
ing under jurisdiction of the Recrea- 
tion. Board, who would exercise direc-. 
jion of the trpeciflc activities and acts 



of the Borough would have to be elim- 
inated. At this figure, having in view 
the approximately $50,000 referred to, 
we were left with the problem of solv- 
ing how the remaining $100,000 might 
be secured. Gould we get it from gifts 
and contributions? A survey left us 
more than in doubt, and rather fully 
convinced that such a figure could not 
be approached in Narberth. To en 
deavor to get it from outside sources 
«as not only a problematical but ex- 
ceedingly doubtful proposition viewed 
from the standpoint of accomplishment. 
It was further felt that a town of Nnr- 
birth's size could not with proper dig- 
nity seek outside itself the means of 
accomplishing a purely local enterprise. 
Furthermore, the contribution basis is 
grossly inequitable, unfairly distribut- 
ing as it does the burden of cost while 
offering benefits equally to all. There 
is no definitely known source of larger 
gifts or endowments, and thus the com- 
mittee gave consideration to another 
I 



it needs only a concrete suggestion to 
lead the Town to the fulfillment of this 
sacred duty. 

This committee recommends a Me- 
morial Fountain or granite shaft, with 
suitable tablets, to be placed before 
the building at the center of a circle 
formed by a motor driveway linking 
Windsor avenue with the building en- 
hance set some one hundred feet back 
from the roadway, as indicated more 
in detail on the print of the plan- sub 
niitted herewith. 

CGNCI, PSION'S 

Throughout this report, in the sev 
e,al numbered Parts thereof, will hi- 
found the recommendations of the com 
niittee which may quite properly be 
considered our conclusions, thereby 
making unnecessary a repetition as we 
i include our report. It has been the 
attempt of the committee to so cover 
all phase- as to give answer to most 
questions that would quite naturally 
be raised. We have, in the foregoing, 
expressed our thought on the angles 
of the situation without thus far giv- 
ing any opinion on the plans we recom- 
mend, or on the proposition as a pro- 
position. As to the former, it is well 
that we should not so do — the opinion 
of the plan as a whole should come 
from you and from the rest of the in- 
terested Narberth citizens. On the lat- 
ter, however, we cannot refrain from 
the expression of one general thought, 
namely, that Narberth is badly in need, 
and will shortly he in more urgent 
need, of a Center for its activities, both 
indoor and outdoor. No really suitable 
iplaee, becoming the dignity of the 
Town, and the needs of its people, is 
available. It is perhaps a reproach on 
us that this is so — that, for instance, 
the Narberth Choral Society, a distinct- 
ly Narberth organization, must needs 
go to Ardmore to give its concerts, as 
it so recently did. We feel, further, 
that the Town can and should bear the 
small burden essential to the aecom- 
I lishment of this development and we 
unanimously urge that some general 
j. '.an, whether what we have suggested 
or not, but which will obtain the same 
end, be adopted by this Conference. 
The benefits to the Town as a whole 
and to everyone individually will un- 
doubtedly be more than can now be 
perceived. 

This thus constitutes the unanimous 
report of your committee. We have 
giwn the subject our earnest thought 
and have made such recommendations 
as we deem constitute the wisest course 
of procedure, all of which is most re 



spectfully submitted for your earnest 
consideration.

issue. 

The Bond Issue. This method of 
financing has several elements in its 
favor. First, it obviates the necessity 
for complete and immediate raising of 
necessary funds from the townspeople. 
As is the custom with issues of this 
character the payments would run over 
a period of thirty years. Second, it is 
<in absolutely fair method of financing 
a project which is of immediate value 
to the town as a whole and to every 
resident individually. By this method 
each resident pays his proper, though 
individually small, share. Third, the 
annual expense is small — such a bond 
issue necessitating but two mills addi- 
tional in the tax rate, or $0.00 per year 
on the average assessment of $3,000; 
last year's assessment being $3,500,000, 
and there being 1,100 properties in the 
Borough. For this and succeeding years 
the assessments will undoubtedly rise, 
owing to new construction, and this 
would have a tendency to ease the 
necessity for a continuance of the mill- 
age increase mentioned. 

In the opinion of .. this committee, 
and on this point the committee is again 
unanimous, the fairest, most feasible 
and practicable plan of financing is by 
such a bond issue and we recommend 
accordingly. 

The committee recommended to be 
appointed 'by Part No. 4 hereof should 
be authorized and directed to have the 
issue properly cared for on the ballot 
at the next election, at which time the 
electorate may" express its view, and 
in the meantime the matter should be 
the subject of an educational cam- 
paign, that all may appreciate the full 
intent and purpose of the project, and 
unquestionably the whole plan should 
receive the full and active support of 
every Narberth organization and indi- 
vidual interested in the accomplishment 
of this proposed development,
